Final Surrender 


At Brest 


The final surrender of Brest and 
the wiping out of resistance on the 
Crozon Peninsula, announced by the 
Allies yesterday, came-six weeks and 
four days after General Patton’s 
troops first swept up to the out- 
skirts of the great port, says Reuter. 

In that period it has been 
attacked almost non-stop from land, 
sea and air, Allied heavy bombers 
and. great warships joining in the 
assault. 

The German News Agency said: 
“The heroic fight by the German 
defenders of Brest under the com- 
mand of Lieut.-General Ramcke 
came to an end last night after the 
last shell had been fired.” 

Herr Hitler has awarded the Oak 
Leaves with swords and diamonds 
to the Knight’s insignia of the Iron 
Cross to General Ramcke, a former 
commander of the German para- 
chute regiment in Crete, and later 
in command of the Afrika Korps in 
North Africa. 

The town of Boulogne is now in 
Allied hands, but is still under fire 
from German forces in the hills. 
Cap Gris Nez, Calais and Dunkirk 
were raided by Allied bombers 
yesterday. 


Gothic Line Breach On 


Six-mile Front 


Fifth Army units, which have 
br. -hed the Gothic Line on a six- 
miles’ front, are over the crest of 
the Ancnnines, and the battle is now 
downhill into the Po Valley, states 
Reuter. 

General Clark’s troops are onl 
three miles from Firenzuola, which 
is 25 miles from Bologna and about 
the same distance from Imola to 
the south-east. The capture of 
Firenzuola would present a serious 
threat to the German forces on the 
Adriatic sector. 

In the East a new loop of the 
Gothic Line, built on the ridge 
across the Rimini-San Marino road, 
is under heavy pressure frdém 
General Leese’s forces. Rimini may 
be by-passed by a strong Canadian, 
British and Indian wedge, which is 
heading for the Marecchia River, 
west of the port. Canadians and 
Greeks are battling to clean up the 
final defences north-west of Rimini. 

The Desert Air Force and -naval 
guns are attacking the Rimini area 
defences, as nine divisions put up a 
strong defensive fight on. the lose 
hills barring the entrance to the Po 
Valley.

“ No longer can military standards 
alone be applied in gauging the 
prospects of victory or defeat,” he 
said, according to the German News 
Agency. 

“Those who previously declared 
that the war was lost for Britain 
When France went down, or that 
the Soviet Union was _ inevitably 
doomed when the Ukraine and the 
Donetz basin were invaded now 
know better, to their own cost. 

“Those who at present believe 
that Germany is lost when the 
enemy stands on the Rhine, in East 
Prussia ór elsewhere on German 
soil, are. guilty of the same error. 

“He alone loses the war whose 
arm grows numb and whose breath 
fails him. The military reverses of 
the past months have been clearly 
traced to their sources and taken 
to heart. 

“ The faith of the German leaders 
in a German victory is not the pro- 
duct of a distorted way of looking 
at things. - 

“The political reality is that 
Germany must conquer, 
otherwise the Reich will go under. 
The military and economic reality 
is that Germany can conquer. The 
national and spiritual consciousness 
says that Germany will conquer. 

“The watchword is: The overall 
situation is not being appraised by 
the leaders of the Reich with the 
mystic fanaticism of the doomed, 
but with the .fanatical will to 
victory.”—(Reuter.)

The British 2nd Army has estab- 
lished an armoured corridor through 
Holland to the banks of the Rhine 
at Nijmegen, three miles from the 
German frontier. 

The base of this corridor has 
been extended to Duizel and Wil- 
reit, 10 miles south-west of Eind- 
hoven, and this, with the inclusion 
of Geldrop, east of Eindhoven, 
gives the corridor a width of 15 
miles at its greatest. 

Airborne and armoured units 
have been disposed all along both 
flanks of the corridor to defend it 
against strong German counter- 
attacks, which have been launched 
with the aim of cutting through. 


Airborne troops are reported 
to be engaged in a heavy battle 
in the area of Arnhem, on the 
. northern branch of the Rhine, 
some ten miles ahead of the 
armoured spearheads at Nij- 
megen. 

The heaviest fighting on the 
flanks of the corridor is believed to 
be at Best, seven miles north-west 
of Eindhoven. 

The Germans west of the 2nd 
Army’s corridor are still fighting 
hard against the British Escaut 
Canal bridgehead north of Gheel. 

Still further west, Polish units at 
the northern end of the Canadian 
coastal’ front have reached the 
Scheldt on a six-mile front. 

Sertorius, Military Correspondent 
of the German News. Agency, wrote 
last night:— 

“The battle in Southern and 
Central Holland is steadily rising in 
fury, since it is clear that this 
struggle will largely determine the 
future course of military events on 
the whole of the west front. 

“The chief Allied _ operational 
objective is a break-through into the 
Rhenish - Wesphalian industrial 
region, and beyond into the north- 
German lowlands. They are also 
obviously intent on encircling in 
West Holland, and cutting off Me 
their rear communications as many 
German troops as possible.” 

A Wehrmacht spokesman, broad-

“The critical phase in the battle 
against the Anglo-American _air- 
borne troops in Holland, who are 
now linking up in.a big way, has 
beg 1. In the area of Aachen and 
Stolberg the troops of the Western 
Powers have greatly increased their 
pressure, although ‘the German 
defences have held firm.”

Among the 300 localities captured 
west of Narva were Vaskanarva, 25 
miles south of Narva, on the north- 
eastern shore of Lake Peipus, and 
Sonda, a railway junction 18 miles 
east of Rakvere.

A midnight report from Allied 
Supreme Headquarters stated that 
U.S. patrols had reached Gros- 
senich, four miles east of Stolberg 
and ten miles from Aachen. British 
2nd Army troops were engaged in 
heavy fighting in and around 
Nijmegen, where the Rhine bridge 
is intact, but held by the Germans. 

Armoured patrols of the British 
2nd Army last night reached the 
south bank of the River Waal 
(Rhine), north-east of Nijmegen. 

Some supplies, the report added, 
were flown yesterday to the air- 
borne army, in spite of the bad 
weather. In the Escaut Canal 
bridgehead British troops reached 
Grootbosch, on the Dutch frontier.

JN the Dail yesterday the Minister 

for Supplies, Mr, LEMASS, said 
that it was possible to contemplate, 
and. he would contemplate, the 
acquisition of certain road services 
operated in the metropolitan area by 
the Great Northern Railway and 
the Grand Canal Company. it was 
not proposed to acquire these 
services compulsorily. 

He had suggested to G.N.R. 
directors that it would be a desirable 
thing to have all the metropolitan 
services under one company, and if 
they proposed to sell them he would 
‘sanction it. This suggestion, the 
Minister said, also applied to 
certain services operated by the 
G.N.R. in areas adjoining those 
which had been operated by the 
G.S.R. in the past.

Dublin Can Have Better Services |: 


Under New Transport Scheme 


URING the discussion on an 
amendment of the Transport 
Bill in the Dáil yesterday, Mr. 
HUGHES _ referred to Mr. 
Lemass as the dictator of the 
Bill, with full power to do as 
he liked. 

Several sections of the Bill were 

ed, and when the amailga- 
mation of the railway and 
Dublin Transport Company 
was criticised, Mr. LEMASS 
expressed the opinion that the 
amalgamation was going to im- 
prove the transport organisa- 
tion of the country. 

He believed, he said, that national 
transport would provide better 
services in Dublin than an 
organisation _ confined ~ exclu- 

_ sively to the city. 

Mr. NORTON said tliat nothing 
had been said yet to convince him 
that the country was not being 
asked to guarantee a rate of interest 
that was thoroughly unjustified by 
whatever assets they proposed to 
put into this transport pool. This 
was a dud company on the basis 
of its financial structure. 

Mr. W. DWYER said that one 
outstanding feature of the dis- 
cussion was the all criticism, so far, 
had been destructive. It seemed to 
him that there were only two 
alternatives—to set up the railways 
on the lines of the E.S.B., to 
nationalise them, or take the pre- 
sent viewpoint and appoint Mr. 
Reynolds, who had got an amazing 
reputation in Dublin as a business 
man—the Minister was quite 
entitled and correct in making Mr. 
nereee dictator, as he had been 
called in the debates—chairman of 
the company. 

There were many assets of the 
railway company not mentioned in 
the debate. First, was its monopoly 
—a foreign company could ‘not be 
brought in to run a railway. There 
was also its permanent way, and 
that could hardly be valued. There 
were at least 16,000 workers on the 
railway. These three things, with 
the money the people had put into 
it; made amazing assets. 

Mr. Dwyer added that he was 
satisfied with the bill as it stood, 
and he would support it in every 
possible way. ! 

General MULCAHY said that, in 
view of the amount of money in- 
volved: in the scheme, the Minister 


should give them some idea of how 
much the shareholders of the new 
company were going to get out of 
their stock in the next ten years. 
They wanted to be sure that the 
approach to the handling of the 
finances of the new company was 
correct—that it would not be like 
the approach to the handling of the 
finances in the case of the Tramway 
Company. The citizens of Dublin 
had paid £1,100,000 more for their 
transport since 1939 than the Trans- 
port Tribunal decided should 
reasonably have been paid in 
charges. 

Mr. P. COGAN said that if it 
were decided to have one dictator it 
would be better that he should 
stand alone, without being sur- 
rounded by what Mr. Dwyer 
referred to as dummy directors. 
There was also a danger in having 
that association between the nomi- 
nee of the Government and such a 
company. Prominent members of the 
Civil Service had been dabbling to 
a great extent in stocks and shares. 

Mr. LEMASS said that several 
Deputies had used the word “ com- 
pensation ” in reference to the pro- 
posal to give G.S.R. stockholders 
stock in the new company. The bill 
did not propose compensation in 
any sense. It proposed to set up a 
new company which would absorb 
the G.S.R. and the D.U.T.C. So 
far as the G.S.R. stockholders were 
concerned, they would be given 
stock in the new company of the 
some value as their present holdings. 

Mr. NORTON—Why is it neces- 
sary for the State to guarantee 3 per 
cent. to the present 4 per cent. De- 
benture stockholders?

He 
thought it was quite obvious that trans- 
port facilities in Dublin could be sub- 
stantially expanded and cheapened. 

Mr. MAURICE E. DOCKRELL 
(F.G.) said he saw no earthly reason 
for the taking over of the D.U.T.C., 
unless it was to put the earnings of 
that healthy company into the earnings 
of a railway company which was by 
no means healthy. He could see the 
situation coming when the citizens of 
Dublin would be forced to pay higher, 
exorbitant fares, to keep the railway 
company going. 

Mr. MULCAHY said the Govern- 
ment had been supplying money, food 
vouchers for milk, butter, etc., in an 
attempt to combat the poverty and 
destitution in Dublin occasioned by 
the emergency. People of the city had 
to use buses and trams to get to 
their business, yet apparently the 
transport system was taking £800,000 
more out of the peoples’ pockets than 
was necessary to run the transport 
system and pay dividends.

PRICE CONTROL ORDERS

A SCOTCH'D SNAKE 

The report of the Great 
Southern Railways Stocks Tribunal 
has cleared the air of some un- 
savoury rumours. Mr. Justice 
Overend and his two distinguished 
colleagues did their work with 


easy job. They -examined- 107 
witnesses, none of whom, with 
the exception of two Ministers of 
State, certain railway chiefs, and 
a number of civil servants, 
volunteered to give evidence. 
Although advertisements were 
published in the public Press, no 
private individual came forward 
to help the Tribunal. There were 
no “parties” in the case; and 
the result was that the Tribunal 
was forced to collect evidence as 
best it could. Its terms of refer- 
ence were very definite—namely, 
to investigate all dealings in Great 
Southern Railways stocks between 
January Ist and November 18th, 
1943, and to decide whether 
or not any facts concerning 
the proposed reorganisation of 
the company had been improperly 
disclosed. Mr. Justice Overend 
and his colleagues confined them- 
selves entirely to legal evidence, 
and to facts strictly proved, leav- 
out of 
consideration. They decided that 
there was no direct evidence of 
any kind to bear out the theory 
that information had been dis- 
closed improperly. One case 
which they criticised was in- 
significant in itself, and had no 
bearing whatsoever on any other 
dealings in railways stock. On the 
other hand, their report declares 
that there was a certain amount 
of circumstantial evidence which 
would seem to indicate impro- 
prieties. The facts are, of course, 
that the country was seething 
with rumours throughout the 
summer of last year. These 
rumours, as the report remarks, 
could not have been justified by 
the speech that was made by the 
Chairman of the Grtat Southern 
Company when *he addressed a 
general meeting at the beginning 
of March, or by the speech 
of the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce in Dail Eireann 
towards the end of May. “Yet 
they persisted. ‘ According to the 
report, most of them were hope- 
lessly inaccurate; only one—that 
which placed the capital of 
the reorganised company at 
£20,000,000—happened to hit the 
nail precisely on the head. One 
of the strongest rumours which 
were in circulation last summer 
was that large blocks of Great 
Southern shares ~had been 
purchased by people “in the 
know ” through agents in London 
and Belfast, whose operations 
could not be traced. The report 
states categorically that no such 
transactions took place. The 
Tribunal criticises the action of 
the Chairman of the railway 
company when he gave informa- 
tion in advance to the Most Rev. 
Dr. McQuaid, Archbishop of 
Dublin, and the Secretary of the 
Representative Church Body, 
both large holders of railway 
stock, in their capacity as 
trustees. Mr. Reynolds took this 
step merely as an act of courtesy; 
and, while it is described as an 
error of judgment, the report 
admits that it had no effect on 
any. of the dealings on the Stock 
Exchange. 

The Tribunal to inquire into 
the dealings in Great Southern 
Railways stock came into being 
as a result of strong agitation by 
prominent members of the Fine 
Gael Party. In our opinion these 
deputies have done a public ser- 
vice. If the Tribunal had not 
been appointed, last summer’s 
scandalous ,rumours not only 
would have continued, but in all 
probability would have’ grown in 
force and variety. Now, at any 
rate, a judicial body, composed 
of men of outstanding reputation 
and ability, has pronounced its 
verdict, and has given the lie to 
the scaremongers. It would be 
impossible to exaggerate the 
importance to the Irish State of 
popular confidence in the 
unblemished integrity of the 
nation’s public life. Ministers, 
public servants, and officials of 
all kinds must be without fear 
and without reproach; and we 
are happy to say that, after more 
than twenty years of “native 
Government, public standards in 
this country remain remarkably 
high. Our people have been 
fortunate, inasmuch as their 
.State has inherited the superb 
tradition of the British Civil 
Service. No country is free 
from a certain amount of 
dishonesty in public life. States 
that are born of revolution are 
usually prone to official mal- 
practices; and even in the greatest 
country “graft” very often 
flourishes. Here in Ireland, how- 
ever, bribery and corruption, so 
prevalent in certain parts of 
continental Europe, are virtually 
unknown. Inevitably, there is an 
element of purely political 
dishonesty—such, for instance, as 


posts. of candidates whose quali- 
fications are assessed upon 
their party loyalties, irrespec- 
tive of their actual fitness for the 
vacant post. Political patronage 
is an evil that will not be likely 
to be eradicated so long as human 
nature remains in its present im- 
perfect condition; and it probably 


it is in any other. Our people 
can boast, however, with every 
‘reason, that their public adminis- 
tration is surprisingly free from 
anything like financial cor- 
ruption. Proof of anything to 
the contrary would come as a 
serious shock to the public mind, 
and would shatter popular con- 
fidence in the whole fabric of the 


| State. For that, if for no other | 


reason, we rejoice in the report 
of the Railway Stocks Tribunal. 
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the appointment to well-paid | 


is no worse in this country than, 
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grievance; we refer to the keepers 
of bees. Bee-keepers are not 
usually considered in any review 
of agriculture as a whole. Yet 
they are, though in a small way, 
producers of food; they have in- 
vested a good deal of money in 
bees, with the encouragement of 
the Department of Agriculture, 
during past years; and they do 
not deserve to be abandoned to 
fend for themselves in an emerg- 
ency. We do not pretend to have 
an exact knowledge of what, after 
all, is a very specialised science; 
but it is generally understood that 
shortages of wax and of wooden 
sections already have given bee- 
keepers a great deal of trouble. 
Now they are concerned about a 
still more serious matter. In 
border to last through. the winter, 
and to emerge healthy at the 
beginning of summer, a stock of 
bees must have a proper supply 
of food. Ordinarily, it seems, 
some twenty or thirty pourids of 
honey are retained for this 
purpose; but in the last season 
the supply of honey was poor, 
robber bees were unusually active, 
and the bee-keeper has been left 
in many cases without enough 
winter food for his stock. Sugar 
is the normal alternative food; 
but the rationing scheme makes 
no provision for bees.  Bee- 
keepers complain bittérlyg that, 
while sugar is made available to 
manufacturers of jam and con- 
fectionery, they are given no 
allowance, and, consequently, are 
faced with the complete loss of 
their stocks during the winter. To 
the layman, it would seem that 
their protest is justified. It may 
be argued, of course, that com- 
paratively few people depend for 
their livelihood on bee-keeping, 
which is usually a sideline, or 
even a hobby. That, up to point, 
is true; but in recent years 
bee-keeping, with official en- 
couragement, has assumed in- 
creased importance,. and most 
keepers depend upon it at least as 
much as a farmer’s wife depends, 
for instance, on her turkeys. In 
any case, the industry is one 
which has considerable post-war 
prospects, and ought to be 
fostered. Perhaps, the Ministers 
for Supplies and Agriculture 
might consult together, and decide 
whether the bee-keepers havé a 
just case, or simply a “ bee in the 
bonnet.”

SIR——Í do not know if there is 
any system of awards made by the 
Government, or some other respon- 
sible authority in this country,- for 
acts of heroism. 

I have in mind the attack upon 
the m.v. Kerlogue, of Wexford, 
from the air during October, 1943, 
when the vessel was attacked on 
two or three occasions; and when, 
in addition to lamentable injuries 
to the personnel, the hull of the 
ship was pierced in a great many 
places by machine-gun bullets. 

Unfortunately, 1 was badly 
wounded by the first attack. 1 was 
in the saloon at the time, and some- 
how managed to get into the ad- 
joining alleyway. The second 
officer, Mr. Samuel Owens, saw me 
and how badly wounded 1 was, and 
carried me to the companionway, 
when,. unfortunately, he was himself 
wounded in the chest. Subse- 
quently, Boatswain Patrick Whelan 
saw the difficulty we were in; and, 
although the aerial attack was in 
progress, he, at great personal risk, 
carried me to the second engineer’s 
room and laid me on the deck, 
throwing himself on top uf me, as 
an additional protection for me. 

In my opinion, the behaviour of 
the second officer and boatswairi 
were outstanding acts of bravery 
and devotion, and I would like to 
take this opportunity to give public 
thanks to them, and, in doing so, 
express the hope that further ac- 
knowledgment of the action of 
these brave men might be forthcom- 
ing frim the Government of our 
country, or some other responsible

In other countries, 
te said, it was quite common 
to find elaborate symphony concert 
seasons arranged with weekly 
concerts in cities which had a 
smaller population than Dublin. 
People who stated that the radio 
authorities were not adventurous 
enough in their programmes an 
that they produced works that had 
been heard frequently, should 
remember that audiences also had 
to develop a repertory as well as the 
performers. No great work of 
music could be assimilated at one or 
even two hearings, and, as the late Sir 
Henry Wood remarked last year, 
“no conductor should ever get too 
far ahead of his audience.” The 
more a listener knows of a work 
the more he enjoys it. 

While, he added, they, always 
welcomed distinguished artists from 
elsewhere, they still observed with 
regret that native artists had 
enjoyed less box office support in 
the past few years.

Roetgen 


Here is more remote, but reliable, 
information. It concerns Roetgen, 
the first German town to be 
captured by the Americans. When, 
in 1919, Germany had to cede to 
Belgium the districts of Eupen, 
Malmédy and St. Vith, it appeared 
that the railway line running from 
Aachen via Roetgen to St. Vith 
crossed the new German-Belgian 
frontier no less than three times, 
It was decided that the whole line 
should come under Belgian control, 
while the highway from Aachen to 
the south should be allotted to 
Germany, though behind Roetgen it 
ran for several miles through 
Belgian territory. Thus it happened 
that the town of Roetgen was 
German, but the railway line, in- 
cluding the station in the centre of 
the ‘town, Was Belgian. And the 
‘road behind Roetgen, running 
through Belgian territory, was 
German.

Nursery Schools 

An important conference is being 
held at Birmingham this week-end, at 
which interested parties, including 
parents, will discuss the advisability of 
continuing day purseries and nursery 
schools after the war. Several nurseries 
were started in the city in 1940 to care 
for children under two years in the 
hours of the day during which their 
mothers are on war-time factory work, 
The great majority of women seem 
likely to be exempted from compul- 
sory work when peace returns, and it 
is anticipated that day nurseries will 
not be needed. Nursery schocls for 
the two to five years old children, 
however, should merit continuance, 
and are likely to be merged with the 
ordinary schools. 


Opencast Coal 


The task.of out-cropping coal is one 
for civil engineers, and nearly a 
hundred graduates of Irish universities 
are to-day on Britain’s open cast coal 
workings at commencing salaries of 
£350. Production for 1944 is esti- 
mated to top the 12,000,000 tons mark, 
more than twice last year’s total. Over 
a hundred surface seams are now being 
worked, and the sites vary from private 
estates, a city park and golf course, 


to farmyards, Welsh mountains and 
waste land They are most prolific 
in Yorkshire and the North Midlands.
